He had pafled through 

the Ranks of the Militia, and his Valour had 

sady advanced him to the Poft of Captain, when 

attach’d himfelf to the Sophi Schach Thamas, at 

very time when this Prince fled to Ardevil for 

fuge, from the Rebellion of the Traitor Miriweils, 
j that of Efzreff, which followed :t. 

The unfortunate Sophi quickly difcern’d the great 

walities of Caufoli-Can, and thought he could not 
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Safety of the Countries that he had re-conquer’d, he 
thought of nothing more than to poft to the Affiftance 
of the Sophi, whom he expeéted to find engaged in 
Battle with the Turks.

‘The Generality.of the Perfians think him alfo a 
Chriftian in his Heart; the rather becaufe he gives 
Protection in a very particular Manner, to thole of » 
that Religion, permitung both Papifts and Proteftants 
alike to build as many Churches of their refpective 
Communions as they pleale, and countenancing beth 
without any Diitin¢ction. The Jews, and all the 
Europeans in general, of what Nation or Seé& foever, 
have alfo great Liberty of Confcience and Commerce 
in Perfia. 
‘* Chriftedel told me another Paflage, which I ought 
not to omithere. This Merchant, with four others, 
returning fome Years ago to I{pahan, from a Voy- 
age they had made to Batavia and Holjand, Caufoli- 
Can fent for them, and a:ked them in French and in 
Durch, a great many Queitions relating to Com- 
merce. He neg particularly into the Price of 
the chief Merchandizes, into the Profit made by 
them, and into the Cuttoms payable in every State 
thro’ which they pafied. He thought it frange 
that the Nations which might import all their Com- 
modities into Perfia, and might trade in that King- 
dom without paying any Cuitem, did not allow the 
fame Immunity in their own Countries to the Mer- 
chandize and Merchants of Perfia.

‘ Thus, Sir, you have had the Charafer which 
that eminent Traveller gives us of Kouli-Kan ; that 
Deliverer of Perfia; that Hero of Afia; that great 
General, by whofe Wifdom and Valour two Ut{urp- 
ers of the Perfian Throne, and the Powers of the 
Great Mogul, the Turk, and other neighbouring 
Nations, have all been baffled ; of that Conqueror, 
in fhort, who feems to imitate the famous Tamerlane 
in all his extraordinary and laudable Qualities, with- 
out afiy of his bad ones: Like that Tartarian Empe- 
rot, Kouli-Kan has raifed himifelf by his own Merit, 
from the meaneff Extraction * to the higheft Com-. 
mand ; like him, he is become the Terror of all the 
neighbouring States : But this Perfian General, more 
moderate than he, has had no other Ambition 
hitherto, than to re-annex to the Sophi’s Crown; 
fuch Dominions as have been difmembred from it; 
without aiming to extend the Kingdom beyond its 
antiént Limits.

Mean time the Count de Montijo the Minifter of Spain, 
ftill perfifts that the Englith Fleet may be re-call’d 
from the Coafts of Portugal, intimating that otherwile 
the King of Spain will not enter into any particular 
Treaty. ‘Thefe Letters add, that when the Poft came 
away, a Gentleman arrived there, who was difpatch’d 
from the Prince of Wales with Prefents to the Court of 
Gotha; and that "tis affirm’d at Hanover, that when 
Prince William of Heffe Caffel was laft at Herenhaufen, 
the Martiage ‘Treaty betwixt Prince Frederick his eldett 
Son, and the fecond Princefs of England, was fign’d 
by his Britannick Majefty, and that Prince Frederick 
was expected at Hanover to fet out with the King for 
London. ‘They write from Petersburg, that the
